It is free from minute details which sometimes 
obscure matters of major importance. Matters of 
detail may be found in special departmental reports. 

It arranges the general sources of Town Funds and 
the general purposes of Town Expenditures in their 
logical relations, among themselves, and to each other, 
and to the total sum involved. 

Since the statement is thus generalized, it exhibits 
some facts and figures which have an important bear- 
ing upon financial and operating policies, and which 
can not be shown in separate departmental reports— 
which, indeed, can not be shown in any piece-meal 
manner.

The salvage of every thousand feet of logs which 
can be sold means money for landowners, wages for 
workers, employment for trucks, teams and machin- 
ery, aS well as reduced forest fire hazard for all. If 
owners of windthrown timber have not yet acted, they 
should communicate with those who can help. TOWN 
CHAIRMEN are fully informed; STATE ADVISORY 
AGENTS can help to start logging by suggesting names 
of operators and giving other useful advice; FEDER- 
AL AGENCIES are increasing the number of log stor- 
age places as rapidly as possible. INDIVIDUALS 
MUST NOW COOPERATE! 

Forest fire danger for several years will be greater 
than usual. So much work must be done by public 
agencies to reduce hazard along roadsides, near im- 
proved and other exposed areas that many places will 
remain hazardous for some time to come. INDIVID- 
UAL LANDOWNERS MUST TAKE A PERSONAL 
INTEREST! Aid in clean-up work through the Agri- 
cultural Conservation Program is available to any 
woodland owner at $4.00 per acre on areas up to 15 
acres. The County Agent should be consulted. 

Support your local Forest Fire Wardens and Dep- 
uties. They are planning, with State and Federal 
agencies, an intensive campaign to control fires. Help 
them by strict observance of the fire laws. Kindle no 
open fires without a permit from the Warden except 
when the ground is covered with snow.

Report of Superintendent of 
Schools 





To the Citizens of Northwood: 


One of the most significant trends in modern edu- 
cation is the new emphasis on adult education. Ac- 
cording to Mr. Edgar A. Paris, State Supervisor of 
Adult Education, over 1,200 adults are being reached 
by classroom education, recreational classes, corre- 
spondence courses, and C. C. C. Camp instruction car- 
ried on in cooperation with the Federal Works Progress 
Administration. As part of the Northwood school sys- 
tem, such classes are being carried on at the Ridge 
Schoolhouse by Dr. John S. French of Northwood. The 
schedule is as follows: . 

Mondays, 7-10 P. M. Technical Mathematics. 

Tuesdays and Wednesdays, 3-4:30 P. M. Educa- 
tional Problems. 

Fridays, 7-10 P. M. Social Problems. 

These classes are free to all interested, and no as- 
signments for outside reading or study are required. 
Informal discussion is encouraged. Aside from fur- 
nishing the place of meeting, there is no expense to the 
District. 

The only limit to the expansion of such adult edu- 
cation is the demand of the community. Part-time 
classes in agriculture would easily be available under 
trained leadership. In some countries, local adult edu- 
cation has developed practically into a “People’s Uni- 
versity.” It would seem that America, with our tradi- 
tions of the Lyceum, the Singing School, and the forum 
at the general store, should welcome and profit by such 
opportunities. 

Meanwhile the regular work of the schools is mak- 
ing gratifying progress. The health work of the 
schools, under the present nurse, Miss Margaret Mac- 
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donald, and her predecessors has borne fruit in the 
relatively small number of physical defects now ap- 
pearing in the regular examinations. Dental condi- 
tions lead the list; but these are being coped with in 
the clinic sponsored by the Harvey Lake Woman’s Club. 
One change in teachers took place this fall, when 
Mrs. Jean F. Bennett assumed charge of the lower 
grades at the Ridge School, in place of Miss Ruth 
Brown, who accepted a position in the schools of Roch- 
ester. In order to equalize enrollment in the two 
rooms, Grades I to V were placed together at the Ridge. 
The school property came through the September 
hurricane quite well, except for the loss of the weather- 
vane at the Ridge School.
